We juft now learn, that Major Stranich, after retreating, in 
‘order to receive fome reinforcements, has attacked the rebels fo 
vigorou‘ly, that he has forced five thoufand of them to lay down 
their arms, on condition of being included in the general par- 
don. This number, however, appears to be rathtr exaggerated, 
and there is flill a body of nine thoufand rebels in the environs 
of Thorda and Thorczko.
